THE SILVER CONVENTION MEETS. 


M ore D evelopm ents in th e G igantic 
Sw indle P erpetrated by Fred- 
erickscn & Co.—Etc. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE BECOBD-UNION.] 


SILV ER 
CONVENTION. 


T em p o rary C h a irm an R um sey M akes a 
S tirrin g Speech. 
S t. Louis, November 26th.—The National 
Silver Convention m et this m orning. Three 
hundred and fifty delegates were in their 
seats, together with a large num ber of spec­ 
tators. 
Jam es Campbell called the Convention to 
order, and introduced L. M. Rumsev, of St. 
Louis, as tem porary Chairman, and Albert 
Singer as tem porary Secretary. 
Rumsey said : “ You are not a law -mak­ 
ing body, it is true, but as all laws are the 
result of popular will, and as you have been 
almost as popularly sent to represent the 
people of these United States as are the 
men litre of Congress sent to voice the will 
of the people in W ashington, it follows 
that the Congress of the United States may 
find through your deliberations and con­ 
clusions that you are the latest representa­ 
tives from the people upon the question of 
silver coinage laws; that they m ust obey 
the will of the people of the United States 
and enact laws your body cannot enact, 
which will give lo the people of thelTnited 
States the privilege of coining their silver 
as freely as they coin their gold. In so 
large an assemblage it would be strange if 
there were not those who have some pet 
hobby. No doubt it is very excellent and 
desirable in some other Convention, but 
the tim e for the discussion of this mone­ 
tary question is so brief that it is hoped no 
extraneous subjects will be attem pted to be 
pushed upon the attention of this Conven­ 
tion." 
A t the conclusion of his address the 
various committees on credentials, perm a­ 
nent organization and resolutions were ap­ 
pointed, and the Convention took a recess 
until 3 p. h . 
General A. J. W arner, of Ohio, will be 
reported to the Convention for permanent 
Chairman and A lbert Singer for permanent 
Secretary. 
The Convention reassembled prom ptly 
at 3 o’clock. The entire afternoon was 
spent in the discussion of bow the Con­ 
vention should vote, some contending that 
each delegate present should be entitled to 
one vote, others that a delegation should 
vote its full strength by proxy, no m atter 
how m any delegates were in the Conven­ 
tion. The m atter was finally settled by the 
adoption of a resolution offered by Senator 
Stewart of Nevada, that each delegation 
should be entiiled to twenty votes, and all 
over that num ber in any delegation should 
be allowed one vote each. The Committee 
on Perm anent Organization reported the 
following perm anent officers: Chairman, 
A. J. W arner of Ohio; Vice-Chairman, J. 
M. McMichael of Colorado; Secretary, A l­ 
bert Singer of Missouri; Assistant Secreta­ 
ries—I. L. Dana of Colorado, T. J. Palm er 
of Kansas aud J. A. Greer of Pennsylvania. 
Chairman W arner, upon being intro­ 
duced to the Convention by Senator Stew­ 
art, thanked that body for the unexpected 
honor. 
He said that no subject interested 
the world more than the silver question. 
The question has been a vital issue, aud in 
discussion the bi-metallists bad won a vic­ 
tory. An attem pt to change the money 
standard from gold and silver to gold alone 
was worse than a mistake. 
It was almost a 
crime. The people had suffered more from 
bad monetary legislation than any other 
cause. The first duty asked is the restora­ 
tion of the money standard which has ex­ 
isted for ages, that, silver be placed on an 
equality with gold, at the ratio which has 
existed. 
It was the duty of the country, 
he said, to restore what should never have 
been disturbed, and this Convention had 
assembled to decide upon the best method 
to be pursued in reaching the desired end. 
II. B. Chamberlain, President of the 
Denver Chamber of Commerce, on behalf 
of that body, then presented a solid silver 
gavel to Chairm an W arner. 
No resolutions to be referred lo the Com­ 
mittee on resolutions were read, and it was 
so recorded. The committee is considered 
a very strong one. and it is expected that it 
will pmbody the wishes of the Convention 
briefly and so clearly that they will be 
easily understood. After the announce­ 
ment that there would be a reception at the 
M erchant's Exchange to-night, the Con­ 
vention adjourned. 
The interior of the music hall in the 
Exposition Building, where the Conven­ 
tion is being held, presented a surprisingly 
beautiful scene this morning. 
The stage 
setting is one of the most elaborate ever 
seen in St. Louis, representing the entrance 
to a m ine in the heart of the Rocky 
Mountains. 
On either hand are giant 
trees, and far up the m ineon the mountain 
side can be seen evergreens. 
A tunnel en­ 
ters the side of a precipitous ledge, and by 
an ingenious arrangem ent ot lights anil 
m irrors one can see apparently several 
hundred feet into the m ine. The Califor­ 
nians entered the hall in a body, carrying 
with ttw rn a gorgeous blue silk, gold- 
trim m ed banner, the staff of which was 
surm ounted by a solid goLd eagle.

C hicago, November 26th.—Sensational 
developments are following each 
other 
rapidly in the m illion-dollar swindle of 
Fredericksen & Co , the land agents. 
To­ 
night it is asserted that thousands of set­ 
tlers, m ainly Scandinavians, in Kansas, 
Iowa and other W estern States, who have, 
as they suppose, paid for their land and got 
deeds from Fredericksen, have absolutely 
no title to it. 
Dark hints are dropped that 
back of Fredericksen were parties in Mil­ 
waukee who are the real beneficiaries of 
the gigantic frauds. 
W holesale arrests of 
clerks and other persons who brazenly acted 
as Frederick sen’s tools are talked of. To­ 
morrow the State's Attorney and the chief 
sufferers will consult and organize a plan 
of action. 
Eight or ten Eastern capitalists 
are said by one authority this evening to 
have contributed $100,000 to Fredericksen's 
coffers, and $70,000 is thought to have 
been dropped by a siDgle victim out of ¿the 
m any in Milwaukee. 
Another victim, Mr. Cowie, was heard 
declaring this afternoon that Fredericksen’s 
arrest would be secured if it were necessary 
to follow him to the end of the world. Cowis 
says that 200 servant girls in Chicago in- 
ves ed with Fredericksen from $50 to $400 
each, and have lest all. 
Among the Chicago capitalists who are 
mentioned as having had confidence in 
Fredericksen, and suffered thereby, are E. 
G. Sonthworth, the steel man, and S. W. 
Rawson, the banker. Besides these the 
losers are said to incinde the Fort Dearborn 
National Bank and the Chicago Loan and 
Trust Company. 
Ex-Governor Rice, of W isconsin, one of 
the victims of the swindle, arrived this af­ 
ternoon. 
He adm its losing $1.50,000, and 
savs Cashier N unnem acher, of the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange Bank of Milwaukee, is 
also a heavy loser, while C. D. Hendricks, 
a prom inent real estate broker of M ilwau­ 
kee, has lost every cent he owned, and has 
been forced to assign. M ilwaukeeans be­ 
lieved that the Chicagoans had investigated 
Fredericksen, and they therefore did not 
themselves investigate. Rice says Freder­ 
icksen's plan was to get an option of a 
tract of land from some railroad company 
and, representing that he owned it, sell 
farms to ignorant emigrants. Abstracts 
were furnished 
by 
notaries in Fred­ 
ericksen's office, who certified to anything. 
Some weeks ago Fredericksen confessed 
to Nunnem acher, Hendricks and Rice that 
he had been issuing fraudulent deeds and 
mortgages, but the enormous extent of de­ 
ception was not disclosed. The trio of cap­ 
italists let Fredericksen go ahead and form 
a stock company for half a million dollars 
to carry on the business, and themselves 
took most of the stock. 
Since then other 
crookedness had come to their ears and 
Fredericksen had tied. Rice says a num ber 
of large dealers in railroad lands in Chi­ 


cago hold Frtdericksen’s paper, but are 
keening quiet for F ar it will injure their 
credit. 
To-day Fredericksen's book-keeper, Good- 
bie, was held in bonds of $15.000 until Sat­ 
urday. 
Mr. Haugan. who was appointed 
receiver for Fredericksen, asked to be dis­ 
charged. 
He reoorted the assets in sight 
less than $100, 


LYNN IN RUINS. 


CALIFORNIA AND COAST,

T w elve A cres B u rn ed , an d Six M illions 
YYou’t Cover th e Loss. 
L y n x (Mass.), November 26th.—A con­ 
flagration unequaled in years is now raging 
here. The lire started in the four story 
wooden building of Mower & Bro., and 
soon ignited Mower's brick block in the 
rear. 
In tho wooden building were located 
Mower & Bro. and Florim ond & Mower, 
shoe m anufacturers ; 
A. Cherburg, m anu­ 
facturer of dongola shoes, and G. H . & I. 
M. Bennett & Co.. slipper m anufacturers; 
and the m achine shop. 
All the buildings w ithin a quarter of a 
mile of the M arket street depot, including 
the W estern Union telegraph offices, are 
burned down. All of the Lynn newspaper 
offices and tbirty-five sho6 factories are 
also destroyed. 
The firemen are now blowing up the 
buildings in hopes of checking the progress 
of the fire. Military companies from Lynn, 
Salem and other places are guarding the 
streets. The streets are filled with people 
burned out of house and home. 
The burned district is at present bounded 
by the following streets : Bilsby. Mulberry, 
Oxford, W’llow, 
Monroe, 
W ashington, 
Spring aud Mount Vernon. This includes 
every building on the streets named as far 
as they extend, and on the following streets 
beyond th e m : Central avenue, Alm ont, 
Union, Exchange and Market streets. 
There is a report that twelve men have 
been killed, but it is not verified. 


LATER PARTICULARS. 
The fire has now burned to the water's 
edge, aud can spread no farther. The ter­ 
ritory burned over is from ten to twelve 
acres. The ruins are still burning fiercely, 
but the flames are under control. The loss 
is estimated at between $6,000,000 and $7,­ 
000.000. 
The streets were covered with a network 
of fallen wires, which somewhat impeded 
the progress of the firemen. 
The central 
station of the Boston and Maine road was 
burned fiat, and the flames were getting 
across Mt. Vernon street. At this juncture 
several citizens asked the Mayor to have 
some of the brick blocks in Mt. Vernon 
street and the Cential Church blown up 
with dynamite in order to stop the flames. 
The Mayor thought such a course would 
imperil lives and be a hindrance to the 
firemen. 
Several small buildings were, 
however, blown up down on Exchange 
street, but the effect was very slight. A 
hopeful feeling prevails, and there is no 
question but that the citizens and the shoe 
manufacturers will soon rally from the ter­ 
rible catstrophe. 
Over 6,000 persons are deprived of em­ 
ploym ent and 200 families are homeless. 
The Mayor has issued a call for aid. 
A t half-past 10 to night the fire was un­ 
der control, after horning to the water 
front. 
It is now estimated that the loss is 
between five and ten millions. The num ­ 
ber of buildings destroyed is 296; num ber 
of brick blocks, 42; m ercantile and m anu­ 
facturing establishments, 112; dwellings, 
142. One hundred and sixty-two families 
are homeless. 


A N O T H E R C O N F L A G R A T IO N . 
L eech b u rg (Pa.). November 26ih.—A 
fire broke o u t' . this place at 6 o’clock this 
evening and for three hours raged fiercely, 
destroying a large portion of the business 
and residence section of town. Among the 
buildings burned are the Postoffice, the 
Advance building, the Leechburg Bank 
buildiDg, the H ill Bank building, Coch­ 
ran's block, Squire's block, and twenty or 
twenty-five dwellings and stores. The loss 
is between $50 000 and $100.000. The in ­ 
surance is light. 
The night is cold aud 
many homeiere ones will suffer severely 
from exposure.

CUBAN IN D EPEN D EN CE. 


A S panish P olicy F o rced by F ears o f a 
R evolution. 
H a v a n a, November 26th.—There is ap­ 
prehension here over the Pan-A m erican 
Congress. 
The impression is that the 
American Government 
seeks to isolate 
Cuba hy shutting the ports of the U nited 
States against ail her products, aud thus 
ruin her commerce, the ultim ate object be­ 
ing to induce Spain to abandon the island 
to natives or to the United States, as a use­ 
less burden to the mother country. T he 
idea is not unfavorably received tit- a sm all 
party, which is in favor of annexation to 
the United States, but it is strongly op­ 
posed by the conservative and liberal au­ 
tonomists in Spain, as well as in Cuba. 
In 
order to combat its effects the Spanish Min­ 
ister of Colonies has proposed to make con­ 
siderable reductions in customs tariffs in 
Cuba and Porto Rico on goods imported 
from the United States. 
It is generally 
doubted here, however, whether th h pol­ 
icy will have the desired effect if the 
American Government is bent upon car­ 
rying out its supposed scheme of isolation.

A NOBLE EXAMPLE. 
Colonel Charles F. Crocker has author­ 
ized the San Francisco press to announce 
that his brothers, William H. and George 
Crocker, and their sister, Mrs. Alexander, 
and himself, the heirs under the will of the 
late Mrs. Charles Crocker, have resolved 
that so far as can he ascertained, they 
will strictly carry out the wishes of their 
mother relative to charitable bequests, 
though her will gave all her estate to her 
children absolutely. With the will were 
found certain memoranda indicating that 
Mrs. Crocker was preparing data for a 
more elaborate will reciting her wishes re­ 
garding certain benefactions. Upon the 
basis of such memoranda the heirs named 
propose to distribute the estate. 
We submit that this is one of the rarest 
and noblest examples of high-mindedness 
and tender affection. It is very, very rare 
to find any persons in this age of money- 
getting to whom an estate of millions of 
dollars has been left by a will itself con­ 
taining no direction as to other disposition, 
seeking out the intentions of the testator 
that lift behind the will, and yielding up a 
large share of the estate to comply with 
such legally inexpressed intentions. By the 
declaration Colonel Crocker has made the 
heirs of the lamented lady, who was held 
in such loving regard in this her early 
home, have set an example to the world 
that must bear bountifully of good fruit. 
In carrying out their expressed intention, 
they will erect imperishable monuments to 
their 0 *n characters. Very rarely indeed 
do we indulge in remarks concerning mat­ 
ters privy to the domestic circle, but here 
is an example that belongs to the world 
and concerns it ; one that should have that 
frank and warm commendation and the 
honest recognition that it deserves. 


T h e treaty between Italy and the King 
of Shoa, recently concluded, gives the 
former country a footing upon the shores 
of the Red sea that will amount to Italian 
occupation of Abyssinia. It is said by 
correspondents who assume to know, that 
the English Government already regrets 
her consent to the new compact. England 
really did the hard work of subduing the 
warlike Abyssinian King and Italy reaps 
the profits. King Menelek, of Shoa, will 
probably find the Abvssinians resisting his 
assumption of authority over them, but 
backed by the power of Italy they will be 
easily overcome by Menelek. The im­ 
portance of the treaty that gives Italy her 
new advantage is found in the fact that the 
Italians now have direct communication 
with Central Africa, and an outlet on the 
east and northeast for whatever trade may 
be developed in that region when the hos­ 
tile tribes on the east border are finally 
subdued, while England, Germany and 
France will still find their stations far 
from the trade and the routes of travel ob­ 
structed by unfriendly tribes. 


L a t er advices con.'.rm the earlier story 
that Stanley experienced the greatest 
difficulty in inducing Emin Pasha to leave 
the inhospitable province where he had 
ruled. Stanley was finally compelled to 
threaten to turn about at once and leave 
him before stubborn I>r. Sclinitzter would 
yield. 
This will be called by many 
bravery on the part of the Austrian ex­ 
plorer, but it bears closer resemblance to 
stubbornness and recklessness and in­ 
sensibility to danger. 


N o te the difference. We send our best 
fleet of war ships to Europe on a pleasure 
excursion at the very time that Italy, 
England, Germany and France are order­ 
ing many men-of-war to Brazilian waters. 
Of eourse, on our part it is manifestation 
of our confidtnce in the jiower of the people 
of Brazil to manage their own affairs. But 
would it not be wise also to be on hand to 
watch the movements of the other powers ?

A Young Confidence O perator N arrow ly 
E scapes Im prisonm ent. 
A well-dressed young mau, named B. B. 
Owens, a resident of Selma, Fresno county, 
was arrested yesterday morning by officer 
Arlington at the Western Hotel on a 
eharge of obtaining money under false pre­ 
tenses. Mr. Tanneyhill, proprietor of a 
candy-store at 426 J street, was several 
days ago visited by Owens, who said that 
he was one of Wells, Fargo A Co.’s shot­ 
gun messengers, and asked for the loan of 
$5 until he received his salary. The candy 
man having formed his acquaintance at 
Fresno believed him and accommodated 
him with the money. 
Tanneyhill saw no more of Owens until 
yesterday morning, when he met him bv 
accident. When Owens was asked to re­ 
turn the $5 he said the express company 
would pay him during the day, and then 
he would settle. Tanneyhill doubted his 
word, and asked agent Tracy if there was 
any salary coming to Owens. He was in­ 
formed that no person of that name was a 
shotgun messenger. 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s special detective, 
John Thacker, and officer Arlington hap­ 
pened to be present and immediately went 
in search of the bogus messenger, with the 
result that he was arrested. Tanneyhill 
did not want to prosecute Owens, but 
Thacker insisted, so that he finally swore to 
a complaint. 
In the afternoon Owens was taken before 
Judge Buckley, who allowed him to go on 
the payment of a $5 fine and the return to 
Tanneyhill of the money he falsely ob- 
tiim d from him. 
Detective Thacker says that there have 
been several persons traveling around the 
country representing themselves as Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s detectives and messengers, 
and he intends to make it his business to 
arrest some of these individuals and have 
them punished severely. 
WILL SWEAR TO IT. 
W hat a Sacram ento Pioneer Suw D uring

•'Bob’* Allen was yesterday relating to 
some triends the wonderful things he saw 
while East. Among others was a great 
pork-packing establishment at Cedar Rap­ 
ids, la , which Robert inspected through­ 
out. He commenced at the yard where 
the hogs were kept and followed them 
through to the room where the pork was 
packed. He told how seven thousand hogs 
a day were slaughtered, dressed and packed, 
and said that not an iota was allowed to go 
to waste—bristles, hair, blood, intestines— 
everything was saved. 
‘You don’t mean to say,” remarked one 
of his listeners, “that absolutely every por­ 
tion of each hog is utilized in someway?” 
“That’s what I say,” replied the returned 
traveler, with emphasis. “I tell you there 
isn't a thing wasted but the squeal of the 
hog when they first hang him up to cut his 
throat 1” 
V alue of the Signal Service, 
The following item is clipped from the 
Chino Valley Champion of November 22d, 
in which the valne of the United States 
Signal Service weather predictions are 
highly appreciated: 
“Writing of the effects of the October 
rains on the raisin crop at Riverside, Grif­ 
fin & Kelley, Riverside packers, say: ‘Per­ 
haps 20 per cent, of the first crop was on 
the trays more or less cured. As the grow­ 
ers here had ample warning, every tray in 
Riverside was stacked and carefully roofed 
over before a drop of rain tell, and we 
state it on our honor and veracity that the 
damage caused by the rain did not affect 
the quality of these raisins in any percep­ 
tible degree.' 
“If these packers had not had warning 
of the coming rain they would have lost 
about 20 per cent, of their gross pack. 
Others profited by the same warning. This 
one firm packed about 100 carloads of 
choice raisins at Riverside; therefore the 
Signal Service enabled them to save twen­ 
ty carloads. A very little expansion of 
thought will convince anyone of the al­ 
most incalculable value in dollars of the 
United States Signal Service.”

The Institute will convene this m orning 
at 9 o’clock, and to-day’s exercises will 
close the session. 
Mr. Paul Gavin, of Oak­ 
land, will describe and illustrate the sys­ 
tem of drawing in that city, and the day 
will be chiefly occupied by him and Prof. 
Monroe. 


DIAMOND TALK. 


The Institute was called to order yester­ 
day by Superintendent Howard at 9:30 a. 
m. 
The roll was called and the m inutes 
read and approved. 
Exercises were opened by a vocal duet by 
Misses Gertie Carly and H attie W heat, 
evincing much taste and expression. 
Charles Panabaker 
gave a recitation, 
“ Uncle D an’l's Apparition and Prayer," in 
which his D e g r o dialect was admirable. 
Superintendent Howard announced that 
instead of section work, the Institute would 
be addressed as a whole. 
Professor Monroe then addressed the In ­ 
stitute. Subject: "Reproduction of Stories 
and Reading Lessons.” 
Language divides 
itself into four different stages, embracing 
the first four years. 
The first stage is the 
copying stage. 
He believed with Herbert 
Spencer that there was such a thing as 
the m em ory of the muscles, and 
the 
child 
in 
copying, by repeated 
effort, 
comes to exercises. 
The child should 
have m uch practice in copying during the 
first year. The second year should be dic­ 
tation work. 
H e would only dictate an 
exercise once, training the child to rem em ­ 
ber what was dictated, and letting go what 
was not remembered. The second stage of 
this period is that of reproduction. 
The 
children should be furnished w ith the m a­ 
terial from which to write, and the libra 
ries of cur public schools point to a m ine 
of such m aterial. 
It is better for teachers 
to read the story than to attem pt to tell it, 
they being liable to forget some of the im ­ 
portant points. He gave illustrations of his 
idea of the development of the story to the 
pupils. Very few letters finish one topic 
before leaving it. but after writing of some 
other thing return to the first topic. Chil­ 
dren should be taught to paragraph and to 
avoid the repetition of the eternal “and.” The 
teachers can m ake the school their asistants 
in various ways in correcting papers, but 
their tim e is too valaable to spend in cor­ 
recting all the written work. Much draw­ 
ing should be introduced into this repro­ 
ductive work, no m atter how crude it may 
be. W e have too little drawing in our 
schools. This reproductive work should be 
carried into the third and fourth year. 
Thought development advances 
to 
its 
fourth stage. Subjects should be given on 
which the children can gather their own 
m aterial for composition, first giving an 
oral lesson for the next day’s development. 
Leaves, insects and other objects in nature 
m ay be made the subjects of such lessons. 
H e gave a graphic description of the re­ 
search into insect forms and life in the 
Pasadena schools, and the wonderful de­ 
velopment of the children's perceptions and 
faculties through such work. It opens the 
children's m inds so th at they can see what 
they do see. The work is not repulsive, but 
interesting. Plants and flowers—anything 
can be used in the same way. All written 
work should be preserved and its preserva 
tion is a stim ulus to neatness. Children 
should be ¡so trained ¡ that their work 
punctuates and capitalizes itself autom at­ 
ically. 
Professor Monroe is a bright and most 
pleasing speaker, and held the closest at- 
tion of the entire Institute. 
After interm ission, Miss K ate W ilbur 
read an original poem, entitled “I H ad a 
Teacher,” illustrative of the inflnence ex­ 
erted by teachers on the moods and sensi­ 
bilities of their pupils, and upon their after 
lives. 
“ Language W ork,” by Miss Watson, fol­ 
lowed. The child may have ideas more or 
less clear, and yet lack ability to express 
them in language, hence the need of train­ 
ing. Few of the children possess the ad­ 
vantage of careful and correct hom e training 
and expression, and even when possessing 
such advantage, intercourse w ith compan­ 
ions, eithei through im itation or ridicule for 
correct expression, often 
neutralizes it. 
Training in language should begin with 
school days and continue through them . 
Training in special meanings of words and 
correction of misuses of them should be 
persevered in, and erroneous ideas care­ 
fully 
eradicated. 
Pictures, 
“ memory 
gems,” can be used profitably to develop 
the child’s usea of language, as well as its 
perceptive faculties. Memorizing reading 
lessons is very effective training in lan­ 
guage and literature. 
Literal use of the 
dictionary sometimes produces astonishing 
results. 
Contraction and expansion 
ot 
sentences, and combination of short sen­ 
tences into longer ones, are valuable ex­ 
ercises. 
Miss W atson presented written work of 
the four gram m ar school grades, ordinary 
lesson work, for the inspection of the teach­ 
ers. 
Miss MmDie Sweeny then read an essay 
on 
“ Language W ork in the 
Prim ary 
Grades.” The first year introduces the 
Íiupil to printed words and the mysteries of 
earning to read, this foundation being to 
him the most wonderful part of his work. 
From this he proceeds by steps through 
the use of capitals, punctuation, copying, 
w riting sentences, and the variety of kin ­ 
dred work through the prim ary grades into 
the gram m ar grades. 
Miss Sweeny then 
presented written 
work of the prim ary grades for the inspec­ 
tion of the teachers. 
Superintendent Burns, of Placer county, 
then addressed the Institute im prom ptu. 
He had come to listen and not to speak, 
and as he had listened to Professor Monroe 
and to the papers that had been read his 
m ind reverted to his own school days, and 
the old m ethods of teaching gramm ar. He 
could in those days repeat the twenty-six 
rules of syntax, and violate every one of 
them in doing so. The aim and end of 
teaching gram m ar is the use of correct 
language. 
H e is the best teacher who has 
the greatest variety of methods. 
The 
teacher who attends the Institute and hears 
the discussion of subjects there, and then 
goes back to the same old groove in the 
school-room, lacks the elements of a suc­ 
cessful teacher. 
Experience has taught 
him that the inexperienced teacher rushes 
the pupil into the study of gramm ar. 
D on't do it. He felt, as he listened to the 
exercises here, that he was in the m idst of 
those who were shaping the destinies of the 
nation, and he wished them to remember 
the responsibilities that rested upon them. 
I t was imperadve that they should be alive 
to the events progressing around them in 
the world. The teacher is a power in 
the world, and should realize it. although 
they have so few opportunities to rise in 
their world. 
They should cultivate a 
knowledge of the school law ; they should 
demand of the Boards of Supervisors a 
liberal appropriation of m oney for school 
purposes. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Convention reconvened at 1:30 p. M., 
Professor H ow ard presiding, and a large 
attendance present. 
Miss Jennie Elw orthy favored the au­ 
dience with a piano solo, “Pom ponette.” 
Mrs. George Brown sang in excellent 
voice, “ Day Dreams.” 
Mrs. M. E. Mumford, Principal of the 
school at Twenty-fourth and N streets, read 
a thoughtful essay on the subject of the 
“ Relation of the Kindergarten to the Pub­ 
lic School System.” 
Miss M. Alys Pullm an read an essay de­ 
scriptive of kindergarten work, and ex­ 
emplified its workings with a class of little 
5-year-old tots. 
Max Lipowitz read an essay, able and in­ 
teresting, on “Problems in Alligation and 
D raphine Analysis.” 
IN THE EVENING. 
At the M ethodist Church last evening, 
Mr. Straub’s piano solo was heartily en­ 
cored. 
and 
both 
his 
selections 
were 
thoroughly delightful. 
Miss Noyes saDg a solo so modestly and 
sweetly, that before the audience could re­ 
cover from its charm the little lady had 
tripped daintily and quickly from the plat­ 
form. and no encore could recall her. 
A violin solo followed by Mr. Franz, after 
which Dr. C. C. Stratton was introduced, 
and delivered an eloquent address upon the 
subject of “Our Times and Their Needs.” 
The speaker traced the rest’.rss and self- 
reliant character of our present population 
to the enterprising, restless and daring men 
who were tbe first settlers. The character­ 
istics to be expected in the children were 
pointed out, and the needs of the schools 
in'view of these were set forth. 
The speaker referred to the over-produc­ 
tion of the country in our tim e as the re­ 
sult of the introduction of machinery. 
How produce an equilibrium ? 
The Chi­ 
nese say, “Go back to the old way. Do 
things bv hand.” 
We can never do that. 
The speaker advocated shorter hours of 
labor and increased effort to supply the 
laborer w ith the means and incentive to 
employ his additional leisure in occupa­ 
tions tending to culture. On the great 
questions of political economy the teacher

SENATOR STANFORD. 


“ T u le” Jo h n sto n T ells th e C ourt Som e of 
H is D om estic T roubles. 
Another day has been exhausted in the 
hearing of the divorce case of Margaret 
Johnston against W illiam E . Johnston. 
The defendant occupied the witness-stand 
yesterday afternoon. 
H e said that his do­ 
mestic troubles commenced a few years ago 
and after two of his daughters had married. 
The husband of one wanted m oney from 
him , and the other wanted the ranch. Ac­ 
cording to his story, he was treated as an 
intruder and undesirable personage about 
the place, and the comforts of a hom e were 
denied to him . 
This case has been on trial for several 
days, and has developed the bitterest feel­ 
ing between the husband and wife, after 
some forty years of m arried life. Of the 
large family of sons and daughters, m ost of 
them have taken sides with their m other,

The Sacramento Council of Federated 
Trades, recently organized, m et at their 
headquarters in the Clnnie building last 
evening.

A special A rbitration Committee, consist­ 
ing of delegates Laing, Berg, Pfiefer, Jost 
and Fry, was elected. 
Messrs. Berg and Strader, of the Lum ber­ 
m en’s Union, said the Union had a griev­ 
ance, which they explained as follow s: 
The stevedores employed at the levee In 
landing the lam ber from tbe barges of tbe 
California Transportation Company and 
San Joaquin Company now receive 75cents 
per thousand. W ork of late has been 
slack, and when a stevedore does work it is 
from 4 o'clock in tbe m orning until 6 
o'clock in the evening, m aking from $2 to 
$2 25 per day. Now that the river is 
higher, and there is little lum ber coming to 
m arket, the companies propose to pay but 
50 cents per thousand feet, and the steve­ 
dores complain that at this rate they want 
to be paid by the hour. The grievance wa9 
referred to the Arbitration Committee to 
investigate.

D aring the 
last year í2 8 disasters to vessels occurred, 
jnvolvin'"property valued at $1,302,335. in 
these disasters 3,420 lives were involved, 
yet all hut 42 were drowned.
